REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A compound 
comprising a gonadotroph in releasing hormone (GnRH) analogue conjugated to a 
steroid hormone is both novel and unobvious. The closest prior art is US Patent No. 
6,21 1 ,224 (Chu et al). This patent teaches a method of administration of a GnRH 
antagonist and co-administration of an effective amount of an estrogen, a progesterone 
and an androgen (see claim 19). The prior art does not teach a GnRH analogue 
conjugated to a steroid hormone as described in the instant claims and application. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
